Higher Prices 
Seen on 1944 
Truck Models 


DETROIT.— During next year 
123,000 non-military type trucks 
will be produced’ and sold under 
authority of WPB, and with this 
new production will come, of 
course, a new price schedule issued 
by OPA to cover these vehicles, re- 
ports NADA. 

It is not likely that any of them 
will find their way into the domes- 
tic field during the first two or 
three months, but those that do 
might enter markets which still 
have on hand new trucks of previ- 
ous production, undelivered and 
priced under the present regulation 
or No. 136. 

Another factor that should be 
borne in mind is that the manufac- 
turer has the right to apply to 
OPA for a new basis of establish- 
ing this price. In doing so he must 
furnish OPA with evidence of in- 
creased costs. NADA is informed 
that one manufacturer has already 
made such application and has 
been granted an increase of about 
33% percent. Other manufacturers 
are expected to apply for increased 
rates of various amounts, and cer- 
tain others have indicated that 
they would not do so unless there 
should be increases in cost of 
which they are not now aware. 

In cases where an application is 
granted, the retail price ceiling will 
naturally change. The present plan 
is that increment will not be in- 
cluded in the pricing of vehicles in 
the new production; that the local 
delivered price should be estab- 
lished by taking the manufactur- 
er’s list price and adding thereto 
transportation and all taxes of 
state and national character appli- 
cable in the locality where the 
truck is delivered. 

The question arises, will the price 
of the newly produced truck so 
priced be greater or less than the 
price of new old production trucks 
of the same general character in 
the same market? Presuming that 
a manufacturer is authorized to in- 
crease his list price by 33% per- 
cent, there would probably be little 
for a dealer to worry about who 
has some trucks remaining from 
previous production. If the manu- 
facturer does not ask for an in- 
crease, or receives only a small 
one, it is obvious that any present 
trucks will have a higher price 
than those newly-produced in 1944.

Canadian dealers is that of Web- 
ster Bros. & Labadie (Ford), 
Windsor. 

From a high of 200 used car 
sales per month in 1$41—prior to 
imposition of the _ ceiling — this 
firm’s sales have plummetted to 
a current average of 7 to 10 per 
month, according to J. T. Labadie, 
secretary-treasurer, who is a di- 
rector of the Federation of Auto- 
mobile Dealers Assns. of Canada. 
Labadie is also president of the 
Essex County dealers association. 

“Since owners of used cars al- 
ways demand the full ceiling price,” 
Labadie says, “we have found it 
impossible to stay in this phase of 
the business. Person-to-person sales 
have dropped off some since the 
government issued a revised order 
in October, placing individuals 
under the ceiling, but the revision 
came too late to help those dealers 


who already have been forced out} 


of the used car business.” 

Asked if he thought rationing 
would have helped, Labadie re- 
plied that such a program would 
have been of assistance to deal- 
ers only if persons were forced 
to buy from legitimate dealers, 
which couldn’t be done. 

Howard B. Moore, managing di- 
rector of the federation, was hesi- 
tant to denounce the price ceiling 
but frankly admits that there is a 
black market and that dealers are 
not satisfied with the regulation. 

Looking at the regulation philo- 
sophically, now that they have it, 
dealers believe the declining scale 
of prices will have a_ beneficial 
effect when postwar trading re- 
sumes, Moore says.

The report, according to an 
authoritative source, probably 
will recommend much closer co- 
operation by contracting agencies 
—the Maritime Commission, the 
Army, the Navy and others— 
with the War Production Board 
in cutting back programs. 

Intensive efforts to simplify the 
war-contract' structure, particu- 
larly by reducing the number of 
subcontractors, is expected to be 
urged. This would embody a 
standard cancellation clause in all 
present and future contracts in 


place of the differing clauses 
heretofore used by the various 
agencies. 


Many subcontractors, it is be- 
lieved, would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to return to their normal 
activities.

DETROIT.—Progressive increases 
during 1943 in contract schedules 
at Plymouth were matched 
throughout the year by rapidly 
rising production of complete land- 
ing-gear assemblies for the Navy’s 
carrier-based Corsair fighters, it 
was revealed last week. 


Year-end figures disclosed that | 


production of the landing-gear as- 
semblies for the fourth-quarter of 
1943 were 13 times greater than 
for the first quarter; fourth-quarter 
production exceeded third quarter 
by 88 percent. Figures for the 
second half of ’43 revealed a 200 


percet increase over the first six | 


months of the year.

WASHINGTON.— Executive Vice- 
Chairman Charles E. Wilson an- 
nounced last week the appointment 
of Lemuel R. Boulware as opera- 
tions vice-chairman of the War 
Production Board. Boulware suc- 
ceeds Hiland G. Batcheller, who 
resigned Nov. 25. 

In his new capacity, Boulware 
will assume direction of all indus- 
try operations and divisions except 
the steel, copper, aluminum and 
magnesium divisions, and the min- 
erals bureau. These metals and 
minerals groups will subsequently 
be organized under a_ separate 
vice-chairman. 

At the same time, Wilson an- 
nounced that Vice-Chairman Don- 
ald D. Davis has been given charge 
of all WPB field operations, in 
addition to his present duties.

SOUTH BEND.—H. S. Vance, 
chairman of the board, reports 
that Studebaker produced 3% times 
as many Wright Cyclone engines in 
1943 as were built by the company 
in 1942. The approximate total was 
22,000 engines, bringing the cumu- 
lative total to above the 28,000 
mark. 

Production has been steady for 
several weeks, he said, reporting 
that in November Studebaker 
shipped enough engines to equip 
more than half of the announced 
volume of American four-engine 
military planes.

Rationing 


Of Truck Tires Hinted 


WASHINGTON. — Due to 
severe shortage of heavy-duty 
tires and repair parts, the obso- 
lescence of equipment and a 
shortage of manpower, over-the- 
road tank truck transportation of 
oil is facing a serious situation. 


That is one of three factors 
listed last week by the Office of 
Defense Transportation which are 
operating to increase the com- 
plexity of domestic oil delivery. 


The other two are a disposition 
among shippers, receivers and the 
railroads to assume that the tank- 
car situation is easing, and the 
shifting of tank cars from so-called 
“symbol routes” (solid trainload 


Directive on Early 
Order Placements 


Revoked by WPB 


WASHINGTON.— Directive No. 1 
of Priorities Regulation 18, which 
required the early placement of 
purchase orders for specified items 
of a critical nature on which de- 
livery is required during 1944, was 
revoked last week by the War Pro- 
duction Board. 

The directive had been in effect 
since Nov. 19, 1943, and was issued 
to encourage the early placement 
of orders for certain component 
parts, and thus assure a more effi- 
cient control, scheduling and pro- 
duction of stipulated products— 
chiefly those for automotive trans- 
portation products. 

The directive stipulated that, 
where delivery was required dur- 
ing the first and second quarters 
of 1944, purchase orders must be 
placed before Jan. 1, 1944. Orders 
requiring delivery of the same 
products during the third and 
fourth quarters of 1944 were to be 
placed prior to March 1, 1944. 

In announcing the_ revocation, 
WPB officials said that the direc- 
tive had been substantially effec- 
tive in stimulating the early place- 
ment of orders for certain com- 
ponents. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that the demands of several 
essential war programs are of such 
a nature that it is difficult to pre- 
dict requirements sufficiently far 
in advance to permit early placing 
of orders. 

Accordingly, many exemptions to 
the directive would be necessary if 
these programs were not to be 
hindered. Such a series of exemp- 
tions would result in confusion 
and possible lead to delays in the 
production of essential war mate- 
rials. 


Special Lubricant 
Curb Lifted 


WASHINGTON.—The Petroleum 
Administration for War announced 
last week that manufacturers and 
distributors of extreme-pressure 
lubricants are relieved of the nec- 
essity of maintaining records of 
sales of the products to civilians as 
the result of a partial revocation of 
its Recommendation No. 40. 

Restrictions are now lifted on the 
manufacture and sale of extreme- 
pressure lubricants. They had been 
in force since April 20, 1942, 
limiting manufacture and sale to 
not more than 75 percent of pro- 
duction during 1942. 

The requirement originally had 
been intended to overcome a short- 
age of critical chemicals used in 
the manufacture of additives for 
extreme-pressure lubricants. Of 
recent weeks the supply of addi- 
tives has become more than ade- 
quate for all requirements.

DETROIT.—A warning to motor- 
ists that-they are being oversold on 
antifreeze preparations anld told of 
shortages which do not exist was 
issued last week by L. A. Welch, 
director of the War Production 
Board’s regional office.

The ODT, it is understood, is 
planning to ask the War Produc- 
tion Board for a directive to sup- 
ply the repair parts necessary to 
keep the nation’s truck fleet 
rolling. 

Boiled down, the present truck- 
tire rationing setup is not meeting 
essential demands and, it is hinted 
at ODT, efforts may be made to 
scrap it for a new priority system. 

Stating that a new crisis in oil 
transportation threatens, the ODT 
said that in some sections of the 
country as many as 20 percent of 
the tank trucks are idle because of 
a shortage of either tires or parts. 

The Army, it was revealed, is 
already using its supply of truck 
tires and repair parts to keep in 
service the vehicles needed to 
transport oil and gasoline to Army 
airfields for the warplanes based 
and fueled there. 

ODT officials and members of 
the trucking industry are fearful, 

it is reported, that unless the 
bare necessities are made avail- 
able promptly, the number of 
tank trucks now idle will in- 
crease to 30 percent. 

Officials of ODT are planning, it 
is understood, to ask the Office of 
the Rubber Director and the Office 
of Price Administration to work 
out new methods by which com- 
mercial truck operators may obtain 
tires. 

In order to get critically needed 
repairs, a directive from WPB will 
be necessary. 

Despite the completion of the 
Big Inch crude pipeline and the 
near-completion of the Little Big 
Inch products line from East Texas 
oil fields to refining centers on the 
East Coast, ODT petroleum trans- 
port officials said that changing 
domestic conditions make it im- 
perative that there be no letdown 
in the transportation effort. 

The ODT added that it is taking 
immediate steps to remedy this 
situation in conjunction with the 
Army and the War Production 
Board.

NEW YORK.—Dr. Carl Shipp 
Marvel, 49, professor of organic 
chemistry in the University of 
Illinois, has been elected president 
of the American Chemical Society 
for 1945, it was announced last 
week. 

Dr. Marvel took office as presi- 
dent-elect Jan. 1, 1944, when Dr. 
Thomas Midgley jr., vice-president 
of Ethyl Corp., and internationally 
known for his discovery of tetra- 
ethyl lead, became president, suc- 
ceeding Dr. Per K. Frolich, direc- 
tor of the chemical division, Esso 
Laboratories, Standard Oil De- 
velopment Co., Elizabeth, N. J. 

Dr. Marvel was chosen by the 
society’s council from four nomi- 
nees receiving the largest number 
of votes in a national mail ballot 
of the society’s 40,000 members. 

Dr. Robert E. Wilson, of New 
York, president of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Petroleum & Transport Co., 
and Prof. Roger Adams, head of 
the department of chemistry in the 
University of Illinois, were chosen 
directors of the society. Dr. Ernest 
H. Volwiler, of Abbott Labora- 
tories, Chicago, was named director 
at large. 

The following councillors at large 
were chosen: Dr. Henry B. Hass, 
Purdue University; Dr. Joel H. 
Hildebrand, University of Cali- 
fornia; Dr. Gustav E. F. Lundell, 
National Bureau of Standards, 
Washington; Dr. Linus C. Pauling, 
California Institute of Technology. 

Dr. Marvel was recently awarded 
the 1944 William H. Nichols Medal 
of the New York Section of the 
American Chemical Society, one of 
the highest distinctions in chemi- 
eal science. He was cited for out- 
standing organic chemical con- 
tributions to the structure of vinyl 
polymers, used as synthetic plas- 
tics, particularly in the production 
of transparent aircraft pieces; as 
rubber substitutes, and as thicken- 
ing and blending agents in the 
chemical manufacturing industry. 

The citation also stressed the 
importance of Dr. Marvel’s re- 
search in the structure of polymers 
of sulphur dioxide and olefines.

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Used-Car Stocks 
Are Mounting 


In Chicago 


CHICAGO.—Used-car stocks in 
the hands of Cook County dealers 
soared to their highest point since 
March 1, 1943, on Dec. 1, when the 
supply amounted to 80.8 days, the 
Chicago Automobile Trade Assn. 
revealed last week. 

The Dec. 1 status compared with 
a supply of 83.1 days on March 1, 
a high of 143 days Jan. 1, a low of 
46.3 days July 1, and 67.8 days Nov. 
. The Dec. 1 supply was well be- 
low the 92.3 days total Dec. 1, 1942, 
but much higher than the 49.6 days 
figure Dec. 1, 1941. 

Participating dealers, numbering 
170, reported that they sold a total 
of 1,007 used cars, an average of 
six per dealer, during November, 
and that as of Dec. 1 they had 2,707 
units on hand, an average of 16 
a dealer. 

Increases in supply were regis- 
tered for 1939 and later models, as 
well as for 1935’s, while inventories 
of other earlier models fell off.
